POLICE THINK THEY 
HAVE THE “TALL” 
‘HOLDUP ROBBER. 


| Detective O’Connell Arrests George 
_ Rodgers in a Down-Town Saloon 
Makes His Escape. 


The police think they have captured the 
“ tall“ man who, with a companion, held up 
three saloons in the down-town district early 
yesterday morning. The prisoner is George 
Rodgers, alias “‘ Texas George, and he was 
arrested by Detective O’Connell of Central 
Station in a saloon at Harrison and State 
streets at 9 o'clock last night. A smaller 
man who was in the saloon at the time and 
who escaped through the rear doorway is 
supposed to be the short robber. Rodg- 

ers, the police say, answers the description 
en by the tall man’s victims. 

When O'Connell entered the saloon Rod- 
gers was leaning against the bar talking 
to the bartender. The detective saw that 
he tallied closely with the highwayman, 
and, drawing his revolver, told him to throw 
up his hands. As he did soa short, thick-set 
man ran out the rear entrance and escaped. 
Rodgers submitted to arrest without resist- 
ance and was taken to Central Station and 
locked up. This morning the victims of the 
robbers will be called to the station and an 
attempt made to identify the prisoner. 

The prisoner is given a bad reputation by 
the police, who say he has been under arrest 
here for similar crimes. 

At midnight every patrolman in the down- 
town district was ed into the station and 
given orders to keep a sharp lookout for the 
highwaymen, while a number of detectives

_ London, Sept. 16.—The Constantinople cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail says: 
News has been received here of the oc- 
cupation of Fashoda (on the White Nile 
south of Khartum) by the French expedi- 
tion under Major Marchand, assisted by 
10,000 Abyssinians under Ras Makonnen, the 
principal General of Emperor Menelek.“ 


Marchand Without a Doubt. 

The Daily Telegraph's special correspond 
ent with the Anglo-Ngyptian forces in the 
Soudan telegraphed that he had had an inter- 
view with the Captain of the boat which has 
returned from Fashoda and thet the Cap- 
tain’s description of the flag raised leaves no 
doubt that it is French. 

The Captain says the garrison at Fashoda 
menaced him and would have sunk his boat 
they had possessed a gun. After getting 
out of the gone of the garrison’s fire, the 
Captain landed and ascertained from natives 
that the dervishes at Fashoda had been at- 
tacked by a force of Europeans and a hun- 
dred Senegalese soldiers, who defeated the 
dervishes. killing a hundred, and drove the 
rest in precipitate flight from the town. | 
The Daily Telegraph's correspondent adds: 
Thera is no doubt that this, is the Mar- 
chand expedition.“ 

Te dispatch was sent from Assouan and | 
the Captain interviewed belonged to the 
steamer Tewfikieh, one of the dervish steam- 
ers which surrendered to General Kitchener 
on its return from Fashoda.

The occupation of Fashoda by _Major 
Marchand’s expedition, supported by 10,000 
Abyssinians under one of Emperor Menelek's 
chief Generals, lends an entirely different 
aspect to the already strained enten in 
the Upper Nile Valley. 

The first news of the arrival of Marchand 
at Fashoda was discredited. It followed 
soon after the remarkable victory gained 
by General Kitchener over the Mahdists at 
Omdurman. The first report, received in 
‘London Sept. 10, simply stated an expedition 
had arrived at Fashoda. In the absence of 
definite knowledge of any other expedition 
operating along the head waters of the 
White Nile, British authorities presumed 
the party was the one under Marchand. 

On Sept. 13 the French government was 
informed that the expedition at Fashoda 
was really the one under Major Marchand. 
On the same date the London Chronicle 
stated it had learned that a military expe- 
dition, including sixteen officers and non- 
commissioned officers, had sailed from 
Pauillac, France, on Sept. 9, with a view of 
reinforcing Marchand. 

These facts, if verified, tend to show the 

French government had been informed of 
the arrival of Marchand at Fashoda some 
time before the news was made public in 
London.

Britain realized the seriousness of the situa- 
‘tion before the public had an inkling of the

The terrible Indian plague had found its way to Haizapore at last. All efforts to 
arrest its progress had proved inefficacious. In the Native City and surrounding 


villages, men, women, and children were dying like flies. The roll of victims 


was 


daily on the increase. Custom makes us familiar with and indifferent to danger, and 
the pestilence had come to be regarded as a matter of course—an unpleasant but 
necessary means of reducing the surplus population. The natives alone fell victims to 3 
it; the white men seemed, by a merciful dispensation of providence, to be exempted 
from contagion. There was, consequently, no cessation of the usual round of gayeties 
at Haizapore. The cantonment roads were thronged daily. with funeral processions 
on their way to the burning grounds, but the bands at the Gymkhana and the public 
gardens played none the less cheerily, though the wail of Hindoo mourners rang loud 


in the air. 


In the Native City, where infection passed rapidly from house to house, whole 
streets were being depopulated by the pestilence. Many of the inhabitants had fied, 
carrying death and destruction far and wide in to the country; others, strong in their 
fatalistic creed, clung to their homes and refused to budge, comforting themselves 
with the philosophical reflection that a man can die but once, and that there is no 
escaping the hand of fate. It became clear to the authorities that unless strong re- 
pressive measures were adopted every house in the city would become impregnated 
with the germs of disease, and form a death-trap for all future inmates. 

The troops in garrison were detailed in turn for “ plague duty,” their work con- 
sisting in examining every house, and removing to the Segregation Hospital any in- 
mate found suffering from the prevailing malady.- When the turn of the Seventy- 
first Native Infantry came Major Tarver was ordered to superintend the unpleasant 
work of examining suspected sufferers and removing from the houses and burning 


the clothes and effects of plague patients. 


Tarver worked heroically at his uncongenial task, encouraging his men by his ex- 
ample. He was quite reckless of his life, and would fearlessly enter houses known to 
be infected, and carry poor plague-stricken wretches out in his own arms. One morn- 
ing, while riding to the city, he was seized with a sudden faintness, but, throwing it off | 


by sheer force of will, he applied himself to his work with his usual indefatigable zeal. 


On returning home in the evening he had no sooner entered his bungalow than his head 
began to swim, his limbs to tremble; a deadly feeling of nausea crept over him; an inde- 
scribable numbing sensation pervaded his whole frame, stupefying and maddening him,

himself down on his bed. | 


The man, returning, saw his master writhing in agony, swinging his arms wildly 
about, the light of madness in his eyes, his lips bubbling with green foam. He 
dropped the tray in abject fright, gasped “‘ Mahamari,” and ran to summon the regi- 


mental surgeon. 


Dr. Mason, stripping off Tarver's shirt, discovered a blue, livid lump under his left 


arm. There could be no doubt about it; it was the sign of the plague. '

States, and whom he wooed, and, it is said, 
won, during the last summer seasos

side resorts. | 

I am sorry to say that the young scion of 
the Italian aristocracy mentioned by my 
correspondents bears the same name and 
title as a certain diplomat, who a couple of 
years ago came to grief both gocially and

The son of a great dignitary of the house- 
hold of King Humbert and Queen Mar- 
guerite, he inherited from his father noth- 
ing but expensive tastes and a most ex- 
traordinary collection of jeweled” snuff 
boxes, valuable rings, scarf pins, adorned 
with royal and imperial monograms, and 
royal portraits set in jeweled frames, pre- 
sented as a species of pourboire to the elder 
Count by those foreign royalties who had 
visited the court of the Qulrinal. : | 
For just in the same way that people of 


minor rank are expected to tip the servants | 


on their departure from any country house 
where they may have been staying, so are 
crowned heads and Princes and Princesses 
of the blood when visiting a foreign court 
expected to tip the dignitaries thereof with 
decorations and trinkets.

The young Count, sorely disappointed by 
the. limited extent of his dead father’s es- 
tate, upon which he had based rosy 
expectations—expectations. on the strength 
of which he had i obtained large 
loans from the cent per cent 
gentry of the capital in which he was sta- 
tioned, proceeded to make the best of a bad 
job by pawning all these royal and im- 
perial gifts bestowed upon his father. 

Then, finding that his creditors having 
learned of his meager inheritance, would no 


longer be put off, and threatened scandal, 


he hurriedly left Rome on the pretext of 
urgent private business. 

His private business in question seems to 
have taken him to the Hunt club, an insti- 
tution which recently has achieved an ex- 
ceedingly unpleasant notoriety in connec- 


tion with its gambling scandals. - Devoting 
himself to the baccarat table, he proceeded . 


to lose a sum of $3,000 at a single sitting. 

Without, however, being in the least dis- 
concerted thereby, he coolly drew a check 
on a bank of the capital in which he had 
until then been stationed for $5,000, and, in- 
structing the club’s secretary and cardroom 
superintendent to pay the $3,00 to the 
gentlemen to whom he had lost, received 
in cash the balance of $2,000. 

A week later à check returned from the 
north of Europe to the club, dishonored, 
with an intimation that the amount of the 
credit of the young diplomat at tHe institu- 
tion in question did not exceed $4. When the 
club sought the Count to get the check malle 
good it was found that he had vanished, in- 


vestigation leading to the discovery that he 


had turned his steps in the direction of the 
new world. This naturally had the result 
of the removal of his name both from the list 
of the Hunt club at Rome and from the 
roster of the diplomatic service. 


There was a queer epilogue to this affair, | 


which created no end of a scandal at the 
time, and which was widely discussed 
in the Italian press, as well as in the news- 
papers of the capital in which he had been 
stationed as Secretary of Embassy, and even 
as Charge d' Affaires. 

For as soon as ever the pawnbrokers in 
that northern metropolis were apprised of 
his disgrace, they immediately proceeded 
to place on exhibition in their shop win- 
dows all the trinkets which he had pawned, 
with cards indicating their origin, and the 
fact that they had been presented by sov- 
ereigns and anointed of the Lord to the 
father of the young man.who had pledged 
them. | 

Naturally they took it for granted that 
there would bé no question of his ever re- 

deeming them. So great were the crowds 
attracted by this extraordinary exhibition 
that the police were obliged to intertere, and 
ultimately the Emperor and King Humbert 
combined to redeem all the trinkets, and the 
show ceased. | : 

What the career of this young diplomat 
has been since his arrival on this side of 
the Atlantic I am unable to say, and I do 
not like to speak with any certainty as to 
the identity of the ex-Secretary of the 
Italian Embassy, above described, in con- 
nection with the suitor for the hand of the 
exceedingly pretty and rich girl, to whom 
he is reported to be engaged. 

The name is certainly the same. Through 
residence in the dominions of King Hum- 
bert I am pretty well acquainted 
those who are 
entitled to figure in the Libro d’Oro 
of the Italian aristocracy, and I know of no 
other bearer of the name and title men- 
tioned by my correspondents than the dis- 
graced diplomat above referred to. - 

Taking all the circumstances of the case 
into consideration, I cannot but think that 
the relatives and friends of the heiress 

would do well to investigate the ante- 
cedents of the nobleman in question, and, if 
necessary, inquire at Rome, and, in fact, of 
any diplomatist, about his history. It 
would be distinctly unpleasant for the poor 
girl if she were to become his wife to discov- 
er, too late, that she had become the mate 
of a manwith antecedents such as to subject 
him to social ostracism in the old world. 

The heiress in question would, however, 
do infinitely better to wed one of her own 
countrymen, or, failing in that, an English- 
man, rather than en Italian. Italians, as 
a rule, do not make good husbands for Amer- 
ican or English girls, unless as in the case 
of Prince Doria, and a few other Roman 
patricians of great wealth and illustrious 
lineage, they have received their education 
at English public schools, such as Eton and 
Harrow, and are, in fact, half English. 

But the ordinary Italian nobleman is in 
no sense a desirable mate for a high-spirited, 
healthy-minded Anglo-Saxon girl. Italian 
ideas on the subject of honor, chivalry, the 
treatment of women, are too Latin—and 
decadent Latin at that—to commend them- 
selves to English or American minds. 

The American girl, who for the sake of an 
Italian title—and how tawdry, cheap, and 
valueless from a social point of view they 
are, even when authentic—barters herself 
away, dooms herself to almost certain un- 
happiness. | 

Italian titles are so despised 
that the really great Italian nobles, such 
as the Colonnas, the Orsinis, the Massimos, 
the Cencis, and the Dorias, never make use 
of the ducal or princely titles, which they 
possess by the basketful, and content them- 
selves in their social intercourse with one

measure the fatigue in determining their fit- 
ness. |

petency. The Superintendent was instruct- 
ed to prepare formal charges against Haase 
and present them to the next meeting of the 
committee.

Ella F. Young, who has been given supervis- 
ion of instruction in domestic science, or, az 
she prefers to call it, household arts, says 
the wearing of caps by the teachers of cook- 
ing would suggest the idea of servants and 
domestic drudgery. For this reason she has 
forbidden the teachers in that department to 
wear them, although some believed they 
would give an air of neatness and prove in 
all ways desirable.

Wrecked Sailors Reiterate Charses of 
Cruelty Against the Officers of the | 
Revenue Cutter, Who, They Say, 
Strung Them Up to a Beam While 
They Insulted Them and Took 
Camera Snapshots to Mortify Them 
Further.

Seattle, Wash., Sept. 15.— [Special. I— The 
wrecked sailors of the ships Rosario, Jessie 
Freeman, and Orca, which were brought 
down from the Arctic on the United States 
revenue cutter Bear, persist in their stories 
of cruelty against the officers of the cutter. 

The whalers, nearly all of whom are abso- 
lutely without money, will try to work their 
‘way to San Francisco. They were so glad 
to leave the Bear that the prospect of ncth- 
ing to éat on shore did not trouble them. 

A strange coincidence, by the way, is the 
sailors of the Bear are taking care of the 
destitute whalers. The Bear men have ien 
months’ wages to spend, and every one is 
followed by a group of retainers. 

John Coleman and Andrew Nelson, old- 
time whalers who know every law of the 
sea, who are acting as for the 
whalers, claim that the whalers were forced 
to get wet and dirty moving the coal when 
they had no change of clothing. The men 
did not dare to rebel, ‘but aid the work under 
protest. 

Just out of St. Michael, the men say, the 
morning watch was ordered to clean the 
decks. On refusing to work seventeen men 
were double-ironed and thrown into a dirty 
bunker. Twenty-four hours later the first 
man gave in. It was five days before two of 
them consented to work. The noon watch, 
on being called up, refused to work also. 
‘There were no more irons. on the ship and 
the officers were at a loss what to do. 

Finally one of the young fellows saw a 
beam and suggested stringing them up to it 
by the arms. It wasdoneaccordingly. Tall 
men were compelled te stoop and short men 

to stand on their tiptoes or hang by the 
thongs that bound their arms. All suffered 
from the cold, not being properly clad. . 

Not satisfied with punishment the Bear’s 
officers got out their cameras and took snap 
shots at the whalers. They also tormented 
them, as I witnessed to my great disgust. 
The photographs are still in existence and 
the men propose to use them as evidence. 

Fivé days out of port the order to wash 
decks was again given. Two men refused. 
They were Finnan and Ivenelt, both citizens 
of San Francisco. They were ironed’ and 
kept so. 

With two exceptions the men who claim 
to have been ill used are American citizens. 

The officers of the whalers were treated 
well. They dined in the cabin and have no 
complaint to make. The officers of the Bear 
will not recognize the whalers’ charges and 
are trying to pass the whole thing off as of 
little consequence. 


MARQUIS ITO HONORED IN CHINA 


Japanese Statesman Received with 
Every Mark of Respect by the 
Celestial Dignitaries. 


Peking, 14.—- [Delayed in transmis- 
sion. }—Marquis Ito, the Japanese statesman, 
who is understood to be visiting China for 
the purpose of arranging an offensive and 
defensive alliance between China and Japan, 
arrived here today and was received at the 
railroad station by notabilities specially or- 
dered by the Emperor to welcome the dis- 
tinguished visitor. 

An edict has been published extending the 
postal operations throughout the empire and 
replacing the present system of government 
couriers. 

The frequent edicts introducing reforms 
and cutting down expenditures prove that 
the Emperor’s advisers are bent upon a 
policy which can only be the result of a com- 
‘plete change of opinion. 

Most of the Chinese and the old European 
residents look upon the change as being too 


But it is evident the Emperor has decided 
to abolish many abuses and his efforts are 
welcomed by all the enlightened Chineso, 
who, however, counsel moderation.

Louis V. Stumer Lays His 
Views Before the Peace 

Jubilee Committee. 


ARCHES AT EACH CORNER 


Line of March Is Likely to Be 
Changed to Satisfy Numer- 
ous Objectors. 


* 
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Committee on Decoration of the peace ju- 
bilee, yesterday gave the general committee 
his ideas as to the kind of decorations that 
can be erected at a comparatively small cost, 
and which he thought would be sufficiently 
showy and effective. His plans met with the 
approval of the committee, and it is likely 
they will be adopted. 

Mr. Stumer proposes as a leading feature 
the erection of arches at each of the street 
intersections along the line of march, the 
arches to be studded with incandescent 
lights. The plan also contemplates the use 
of powerful calcium lights in case it shall 
be decided to have night parades, these to be 
placed at the tops of all the arches, and light 
up the streets tho full length of each block. 

Mr. Stumer also suggested the erection of 
arches of various designs along the line of 
march by corporations or individuals would 
be desirable. One company, he said, had 
agreed to erect an electrical arcn, and he 
thought others could be induced to do the 
same thing. Attention was called to the 
splendid effect which might be obtained by 
a decoration of the Union Loop structure at 
the street crossings, and it was decided to 
ask the company to make an effort in this 
direction. . 

It was also su ted the Mayor be seen 
regarding the erection of what should be 
called the municipal arch, the county au- 
thorities regarding a county arch. and the 
Board of Education concerning an educa- 
tional arch. 

The new plan also contemplates the or- 
ganization of the merchants of each block 
along the Une of parade, with a chairman 
ne will learn what each one is prepared 
to do. 

It now seems probable a change will be 
made in the line of march adopted last Mon- 
day. The Parade committee will discuss 
the matter this afternoon. Chairman Mc-

Improved quality of Milk. 
In the August report of the Board of 
Health just issued attention 18 called to the 
improved milk supply of the city by a dia- 
gram showing the percentages of milk found 
below grade during the years 1804, ‘95, 06, 
and 97. During 1895-'06 the adulteration ot 
the milk supply was 50 per cent, but in 1896- 
917, owing to persistent prosecution of the

Chicago. The number of children under five 
years of age who died in 1804 was 691 per 
100,000 of the total population.
